LARGE INCREASE IN IMPORTS. 


The Board of Trade figures dealing with our 
foreign trade for April indicate that imports during 
the month increased by well over 84 milliohs to 84+ 
millions, as compared with the corresponding 
month last year, while exports, at 353 millions, 
were rather over a million less. Of the gain in 
importe just 11 millions comes under t food, 
drink, and tobacco heading, and is mainly due to 
the increased prices of those commodities, Grain 
and flour imports were worth nearly 14 millions 
more Meat importe increased best by over 3% millions. 
and oe non-dutiable foods and drink were 
nearly 3+ millions heavier. Raw material imports 
expand oy 14 millions. ‘Cotton imports grew by 
ave: 24 millions, apá wool imports by 14 millions 
but these increases were partially off-set 
by decreases in other items, w timber im- 
ports, for example, being 14 millions down. There
